Faith is, ofler all, the basis of bank- 


ing, and if tbere be no faith tbere can 
be no banking. For that reason it is 
possible for those who are skilled in 
bookkeeping, but who are dishonest, to 
cany OD, sometimes for a series of 
months or even years, dishonest methods 
by which even tbe most expert account- 
ants are deceived and can be deceived 
ai long os this dishonest man can bave 
access to the books. 


Tbe record of embarrassmentsc* fail- 


ures has, in almost every instance, made 
clear, rjpon examination, that dishon- 
est methods of this kind were carried 
on by those who bad daily access to the 
books, in one case for a period covering 
at least 15 years. In that case tbe dis- 
honest employee, knowing that his safe* 
ty depended upon bis ability to reach 
tbe books, refuged to take a vacation. 
If the officers of tbe bank are nnable to 
detect dishonesty of this kind—even if 
'tuiy auuftsd th; iboit approved and 
scientific method of bookkeeping—it Is 
beyond reason to expect that a national 
bank examiner can doit.—Hon. Thomas 
L. Jones, President of Lincoln national 
Bank, Mew York, in North American

Black Sea Water I* PoUea. 


Tbe explorations of the Banian 


scientist Andrasaow bave established 
a very curious fact. The Blauk sea, 
which in some parts has a depth of 
more than 6,600 feet, is poisoned by 
snlpbnreted 
hydrogen wherever tbe 


water is deeper than 1,800 feet. This 
accounts for the curious fact that there 
is no organic life below that depth, ex- 
cepting perhaps tome bacteria of very 
low order, impregnated with sulphur. 
The canses for this phenomenon are ex- 
plained by tbe quick outflow of tbe 
fresh water through tbe Bosporous, 
while salt water coming from the Med- 
iterranean enters through a deeper cur- 
rent into tbe depths of tbe Black sea.* 


The waters on tbe surface are, there- 


few, controlled ataolntely by horizontal 
currents of considerable force, and ver- 
tical currents which might carry tbe 
noxious gases from tbe bottom to the 
surface and fresii oxygen from the sur- 
face to tbe bottom are bardly ever no- 
ticeable. The water at great depths ia 
now so saturated with sulphuric gas by 
the disintegration of organic matter 
sinking to the bottom by reason of its 
weight that no fish or other living be- 
ing which needs oxygen for its organic 
system can exist beyond a stated deptb. 
—Philadelphia Record.
